“Persecuted but not forsaken.” Paul 
said he was persecuted but not forsaken 
and so we shall be if we walk godly in 
Christ Jesus. If we live so close to the 
world that we are not persecuted then 
it is that we need to get reclaimed for we 
read in St. John 15:19, “If ye were of 
the world, the world would love his own: 
but because ye are not of the world, but 
I have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you.” So we

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Does God Need A Crowd?

Matt. 18:20, “For where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, there 
am I in the midst of them.” 


It has been a long time since Jesus 
spoke these words to His disciples but 
time has not changed their meaning. Time 
has changed the customs and manners of 
men but God’s Word has never changed. 

In the seventh chapter of Judges we 
read about Gideon with a crowd of 32,- 
000 men to fight against the Midian- 
ites, but the Lord told Gideon he had too 
many men. The Lord had him to tell all 
the fearful and afraid to turn back, and 
twenty-two thousand went back. God 
doesn’t need cowards. He needs men and 
women who are not afraid to stand for 
the truth. 

The Lord told Gideon to bring the ten 
thousand that remained unto the water 
and He would try them there. Yes, God 
wants a tried people to fight against the 
devil. Only three hundred were able to 
drink water as a dog lappeth, keeping 
their eyes on the enemy. 

Jesus said, “Watch and pray.” We will 
have to watch and pray if we please God. 
Gideon’s crowd was reduced to three hun- 
dred men but they followed their leader 
and carried out God’s instructions and 
the Lord destroyed the Midianites. Oh, if 
every Church of God member would be 
willing to follow his leader and follow the 
instructions of the Lord! How the devil 
would have to move! 

In the third chapter of Daniel we read 
about a king who set up his golden image 
in the province of Babylon and com- 
manded all nations at a certain time to 
fall down and worship his image. But 
God had three men in Babylon who were 
not afraid of the king’s command, nor 
ashamed of what the people might say. 
While the big crowd of people were wor- 
shipping the king’s image, the three He- 
brews were worshipping the living God. 
The king was angry and had them cast 


into the fiery furnace but God was in 
their midst. The fire consumed the ones 
that cast them in but the three Hebrews 
came out of the fire without a scorch. 

In 1 Kings 18th chapter, we read 
about King Ahab and his wife Jezebel 
who had a big crowd of the prophets of 
Baal at her table. But God had a man in 
Israel by the name of Elijah whom he fed 
by the ravens and from the widow’s meal 
barrel. God always has a man somewhere 
on whom He can depend.

There was no ‘rain for three and a half 
years because Ahab’s crowd was worship- 
ing Baal, but Ahab blamed Elijah. Elijah 
told Ahab to gather the crowd on Mount 
Carmel and they would find out who was 
in the right. Jezebel’s preachers called on 
Baal all day but they could not get any 
fire. Late in the evening Elijah rebuilt 
God’s altar that had been torn down. He 
did not have anything to do with their 
sacrifice. A real man of God will not have 
anything to do with the devil’s junk. 
Elijah had twelve barrels of water poured 
on the altar of sacrifice so Baal’s crowd 
could not say that there was a trick 
worked. No, God doesn’t have to work 
any tricks in His business. Elijah came 
near and called on the God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and the fire of the Lord 
fell and consumed the sacrifice and the 
wood and the stones and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the 
trench. The crowd fell on their faces and 
said, ‘The Lord he is God.”

 agponirowia there is nothing that shows the real 
condition of a local church more than the re- 
porting system. If a church does not report, of 
course, it is easy to understand why, and if a church does re- 
port and it is inactive otherwise, it shows up in the report. In 
the last issue of the Kentucky State News the editor and state 
overseer of Kentucky had inserted remarks from a clerk of a 
certain church. These remarks 
read thus: “Pastor moved off, 
lack of support, Sunday Schoo] 
gone down, no cooperation 
from members in Sunday or 
church pastor did his best (?), 
ph . Creek saints quit com- 
ing, also saints here in town 
look bad. Please pray for this 
church here, that God will 
move in some way.” This re- 
port is only a sample. Fre- 
quently there are reports that 
come in, perhaps not just ex- 
actly as that one, but reports 
which show that the church is 
entirely inactive, as far as do- 
ing anything is concerned. 
Frequently there are reports that come in similar to this: “Do 
you have a Sunday School? No. Members taken in this month? 
None. Members excluded this month? None. Total number of 
members? Fifty. Tithes paid in? None. Regular mission offer- 
ing? None. Offerings to orphans? None.” We feel that there 
is no better heading for a church like this than that which we 
have as a topic for this editorial—‘‘A Petrified Church”—for a 
church that has nothing to report except fifty members might 
as well have no members. 


The writer for the editorial for the Kentucky State News 
had a question mark after the statement “pastor did his best,” 
as you will notice, and truly it is a question that any church 
could be in such a condition and the pastor doing his best. After 
all, when Israel was to be brought back from bondage, God 
called upon the leaders to first set the priests in order. If He 
could get the priests to go right, the others would go right. 
There is a great deal in these days depending on the leadership 
of the Church. The leader must not seek his own but the wel- 
fare of the church, and in so doing his welfare will be taken 
care of. All apostacy of the present age is laid at the feet of the 
ministry. In the same sense, the prosperity and progress of the 
Church of God is dependent upon its ministry.

We think we have the best pastor in the Church 
of God.” We leave the reader to find this report. 

In the opinion of your Editor there is no reason why every 
church could not have a similar report. Perhaps not as large, 
perhaps not as good on a percentage basis, because of various 
conditions in various places, but one that shows progress. Ev- 
ery leader should be progressive, whether it be pastor, district 
overseer, state overseer, Editor, Superintendent of Education, or 
General Overseer. A true, Spirit-filled leader desires to see that 
movement for which he is working go, and.such a desire is 
beneficial when it is backed up by faith and works, and when it 
is so backed it will bear fruit that every one can see. 

One Thing be this life men wish to excel in that particular 

phase of work which they have chosen or to 
which they have been called. It 
is the desire of the builder to 
build a building that is out- 
standing, something that excels 
others in its line. It is the de-

Question: Please explain Luke 22:38 
through the Question Box. What is meant 
by the two swords?—H. H. 

Answer: The scripture referred to, 
“And they said, Lord, behold, here are 
two swords. And he said unto them, It is 
enough,” was spoken just after Jesus said 
to His disciples, “But now, he that hath 
a purse, let him take it and likewise his 
scrip: he that hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment, and buy one. For I say 
unto you, that this that is written but 
must yet be accomplished in me, And he 
was reckoned among the transgressors: 
for the things concerning me _ have an 
end.” In Palestine, a country which was 
infested with robbers, one of the natural 
equipments with which a traveler must 
be provided was a sword. Though Jesus 
Himself did not wear one, it is evident 
that His apostles did. An inquiry was 
made and two swords were found among 
the twelve, one of which was Peter’s. But 
the very thought that Jesus gave that two 
were enough shows that He did not ex- 
pect them to fight, and it is believed by 
Bible scholars that the statement 
spoken ironically since Jesus did not jus- 
tify bodily defense and gave Peter a mild 
rebuke for cutting off the ear of the high 
priest’s servant. However, to understand 
the scriptures it must be remembered that 
the swords were just a part of the travel- 
er’s equipment. 


Question: Please explain 1 John 3:6, 
“Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not: 
whosoever sinneth hath not seen him, 
neither known him.”—J. M. H. 


Answer: These words were not spoken 
to or about a backslider but the argu- 
ment was over the power of Jesus Christ 
to do away with sin. In the Sth verse, 
John says, ““And ye know that he was 
manifested to take away our sins; and in 
him is no sin.” Then the answer plain and 
clear is in the 6th verse. If you have not 
let Him take away your sins you haven’t 
seen Him neither known Him. If you are 
still in sin you have not known God, or 
Christ as the Son of God, having refer- 
ence to those who have never accepted 
Him as their Savior, for to sin would be 
a denial of Him rather than a knowledge 
and acknowledgment of Him.

OTHER MISSIONS LINING UP 

From Hermosillo I went to Empalme 
Sonora where the people put up an arbor 
in a walled-up corral, lighted by a port- 
able electric plant. There we preached 
to the hungry crowds and the way was 
paved for the Church with the founda- 
tion for a building already in place. I had 
no more than arrived in Ciudad Obregon 
than a delegate came to my hotel asking 
for special meetings in another church, 
with a view to uniting with us in the 
work. There were two churches, one in 
Obregon and the other in Esperanza, and 
both of the congregations unanimously 
agreed to come into the Church of God. 
However, there were some minor details 
to be worked out in order to perfect the 
union and I left the matter with the local 
ministry, since I was obliged to move on. 
One of these churches has near a hundred 
members and they have a nice little brick 
church in which to worship. We also es- 
tablished another branch church in Obre- 
gon City where much interest is mani- 
fested. Men and boys who used to whoop 
and yell like demons and disturb the 
meetings, are now’ gathering in large 
numbers to hear the gospel message that 
has so changed the town once rated as 
a center of sedition. Conviction is writ- 
ten in fixed lines upon the faces of the 
hearers and a goodly number have al- 
ready accepted the Lord and have been 
saved. We have three more local preach- 
ers who have been set forth to the minis- 
try, including one Methodist brother who 
saw a vision of the Church of God and 
was warned by the Spirit to “walk in the 
light.” 

THE BIBLE SCHOOL NOW A 


REALITY 

We visited the regional headquarters 
in Mexico City where we have organized 
a Bible School with about twenty-six stu- 
dents enrolled. We are also going forward 
with plans to establish a printing office 
in the interest of the work among the 
Spanish-speaking people.

Uncle 
Sam will grab back and the war will be 
on. It is perfectly natural, to my way 
of thinking, that Japan, Russia, Germany 
and Italy will combine to overthrow 
America, Britain and France. I don’t 
want to be a crepe hanger but we have 
both an Eastern and a Western front 
door with great navies on each side of us. 
Other nations are jealous of our flou- 
rishing (comparatively) prosperity. 

The great tribulation has already be- 
gun for many thousands of Holy Ghost 
baptized men and women who today are 
worshipping God hidden away in caverns 
and back alleys. Their physical backs are 
to the wall. Their only comfort and sol- 
ace is the presence of the Abiding Com- 
forter. They are begging God for deliv- 
erance.

to sound equipment for automobiles, 
tracts, and other ways which so many 
who have been circulating erroneous doc- 
trines, have used.

we think of Him dying, then we begin to 
think of the death He died. Hanging on 
the cross, He was numbered with the 
transgressors. Surely Paul must have 
meant that we would be tried, persecuted, 
troubled, cast down, and looked upon as 
the offscouring of the world, as He was. 
We know that all these things is our be- 
ing crucified to the world and only alive 
toward God. 

As Jesus our Savior and the Good Shep- 
herd of our soul bore the heavy weight of 
His cross until His soul became exceeding 
sorrowful, then it was He began to look 
beyond this dark vail of sorrow into the 
glory that awaited Him after the will of 
His Father had been brought to pass. So 
while We are persecuted, cast down, and 
crucified, let us remember that we are 
bearing about the dying of the Lord Jesus 
in this body and’ as we are crucified to 
the world and the world to us, and we 
only live toward God and die to all the 
things of this world, the life of Jesus also 
is being made manifest in our body.

We rejoice that 
we are accounted worthy to suffer per- 
secutions for His name’s sake, that the 
life of Christ may be made manifest in 
our body, and all our troubles will come 
to an end when our course is finished 
down here. Let us rejoice and be exceed- 
ing glad, for great is our reward if we 
are persecuted for His name’s sake. It is 
only when we’re dying daily to the world 
that the life of Christ is being made man- 
ifest in our body.
